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PROFESSOR EMERITUS DIES 

Funeral services for Dr. Lewis J. Clark, a 
man who earned respect and admiration in 
many endeavours and particularly during 
his 25 year association with the University 
of Victoria, were held Monday. 

Dr. Clark died of a heart attack last week 
at the age of 66. 

Probably the foremost authority in the 
province on B.C. wildflowers, Dr. Clark 
came to Victoria College in 1945 and 
served as head of the Chemistry Depart¬ 
ment there and later at UVic until his 
retirement in 1970. 

Dr. Clark was born in Kamloops and 
graduated from U.B.C. in 1932. He ob¬ 
tained his master's degree at Washington 
State University and his doctorate at Ore¬ 
gon State University. 

Dr. Clark began his teaching career in 
elementary schools and moved to Victoria 
high school in 1930 where he taught until 
1945. 

An avid outdoorsman and mountaineer. 



Dr. Clark climbed the Matterhorn in 
Switzerland in 1962 and several peaks in 
the Rockies. In the 1920's, he held the B.C. 
records for the 100-yard and 220-yard 
dashes. 

His most recent achievement was the 
publication last September of his book 
Wild Flowers of B.C. which received criti¬ 
cal acclaim and sold more than 9,000 
copies. 

The book was the result of a lifelong 
study and has been described as a success¬ 
ful combination of historical background, 
folklore and poetry.

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DEAN OF LAW NAMED 

President Hugh Farquhar announced last 
week the appointment of Dalhousie 
University Professor F. Murray Fraser as 
Dean of the University's new Faculty of 
Law. 

At the same time, however, the Presi¬ 
dent stated the Faculty of Law will not be 
admitting students in September 1974. 

"It is now too late in the year to find 
qualified faculty," Dr. Farquhar said. 
'There is still much work to be done on the 
curriculum; the Library holdings are still 
inadequate; and Professor Fraser will not 
be available until the middle of the 
summer." 

Although the applications of nearly 600 
students to the Faculty of Law this fall will 
have to be deferred, Dr. Farquhar said, 
"this does not mean that nothing will 
happen next year. 

'There will be lectures, seminars and 
work shops. The first students will enter in 
1975 with an excellent faculty, a good 
library and a carefully developed cur¬ 
riculum." 

The appointment of Professor Fraser as 
Dean will be effective July 1,1974. 

Professor Fraser, 36, is currently serving 
as Research Officer for the Law Reform 
Commission of Canada in Ottawa while on 
a one year leave from his position as 
Professor of Law at Dalhousie University 
in Halifax. 

Professor Fraser graduated from Dal¬ 
housie University with a Bachelor of Arts 
in 1957 and a Bachelor of Law in 1960. He 
obtained a Master of Law from the Univer¬ 
sity of London in 1962. 

He joined Dalhousie as associate profes¬ 
sor of law in 1966 after serving as assistant 
professor of law at Queens University, 
Kingston, from January 1963 to June 
1964 followed by two years associated 
with MacKeigan, Cox, Downie & Mitchell, 
Barristers and Solicitors, in Halifax. 

In 1970 he became full professor of Law 
at Dalhousie, going on to serve as Associate 
Dean of Law from 1971 to 1973 and 
























Acting Dean of Law from October 1971 to 
June 1972. 

Professor Fraser's teaching experience 
includes Family Law, Trial Practice and 
Law and Social Problems. 

Much of his work outside the university 
has been connected with Family Law and 
Legal Aid. 

In 1973 he was co-director of a research 
project on Child Abuse in Nova Scotia, and 
in the same year was chairman of the 
Minister of Public Welfare's Commission 
on the Special Protection Services in Nova 
Scotia. Reports from both these projects 
were published in 1973. 

Among his numerous professional activi¬ 
ties Professor Fraser served as Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Dalhousie 
Legal Aid Service from 1971 to 1973. 

He was also actively involved in his 
community, spending two years on the 
board of directors of the Halifax Family 
Service Bureau and one year as president of 
the board of directors of the Halifax 
Y.M.C.A. 

President Farquhar described Professor 
Fraser as an energetic man with high ideals 
and high standards. 

"Professor Fraser comes to us highly 
recommended by many people. He is well 
qualified for the role and has a broad 
background of experience. He knows ex¬ 
actly where he wants to go in establishing a 
Faculty of Law. 

"I have no doubts," the President con¬ 
tinued, "that, under Professor Fraser, 
within five years our Faculty of Law will 
be recognized for its quality right across 
Canada."

In his plays he actively seeks new forms 
through ritual and symbolic gesture and 
language. 

The Maids, the first of his plays to be 
produced, looks at man's striving for 
identity, his need for roles and his con¬ 
tinual pursuit of the impossible. 


Faculty Advisor for the production is 
Esse Ljungh. 

Cast in the roles of Madame, Claire and 
Solange are Josie Preston, Carol Boer and 
Ingrid Blekys respectively. 


George Beer (Physics), Dr. Martin Hocking

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ART HISTORY LECTURES 

A leading figure in the field of Art History, 
Professor Leopold D. Ettlinger, will give 
two lectures in Victoria March 18 and 19. 

Professor Ettlinger will speak on 
"Pollaiulo's Battle of the Nudes and the 
Pattern-book Tradition" Monday, March 
J8at 8 p.m. in the Maltwood Museum. 

The following day he will speak on 'The 
Portrait of the Artist as Artist" at 12:30 
p.m. in Craigdarroch 203. 

Leopold Ettlinger is currently Professor 
of Art History at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia at Berkeley. From 1941 to 1959 he 
was a member of the Warburg Institute, 
one of the most famous art historical 
institutes in the world. He also held the 
coveted Durning Lawrence Professorship 
in the University of London from 1959 to 
1970. 

Professor Ettlinger is a Fellow of the 
Institute of Advanced Studies at Princeton 
and received a British Academy award in 
1963 for outstanding contribution to art 
historical scholarship. 

His leading work in the field of Euro¬ 
pean art includes the chapter on Art of the 
Renaissance in Northern Europe in Cam¬ 
bridge Modern History series, vol. 1,1957; 
Kandinsky's At Rest (1961); Art History 
Today (1961); The Sistine Chapel Before 
Michaelangelo; Religious Imagery and 
Papal Politics (1965) and many major ar¬ 
ticles in scholarly journals. 

A second speaker being presented by the 
Department of History in Art March 20 is 
John Ashmead who will speak at 8 p.m. in 
the Maltwood Museum on American Greek 
Revival As Language: A Linguistic Model 
for Cross Cultural Linkages Among Litera¬ 
ture, Painting, Architecture, Politics, 
Decoration, Costume in the American 
Greek Revival Movement. 

John Ashmead is professor of English at 
Haverford College in Pennsylvania. A 
graduate of Harvard, Dr. Ashmead has 
lectured principally on American litera¬ 
ture, at Bryn Mawr College, at Athens 
College in Greece, and on Fulbright grants 
at Osaka University of Foreign Studies, 
Japan; National Chengchi University and 
Taipei Normal University, Taiwan; and 
Benares Hindu University, India. 

Dr. Ashmead published a novel. The 
Mountain and the Feather in 1961, contri¬ 
buted articles to books and periodicals 
including Harper's, The Atlantic, and Jour¬ 
nal of Asian Studies, and edited The Reeds, 
translations from Japanese literature.

Professor Klaus Lankheit of Karsruhe Uni¬ 
versity, West Germany, will give two 
lectures on campus at the invitation of the 
Department of History in Art in coopera¬ 
tion with the Department of German.

Popular Arts" (in German, with "inter¬ 
linear" English translation) will be Thurs¬ 
day, March 21 in Cornett 108at 7:15 p.m.

At this time 
Professor Lankheit will lecture to the Ger¬ 
man Department in German on 'The 
200th Anniversary of the Birth of Caspar 
David Friedrich".
